Thirty Years Continuance, would make far 
greater Impreſſion, on moſt Folks, than the 
Threats of Torments never-Ending ; becauſe the 
former, would much ſooner admit of Belref, 
than the latter: And if the really great, tre- 
mendous, and true Terrors of the Lord, will 
not prevail on Men to forſake their Sins, and 
amend their Lives; neither will all the Threat- 
nings of Hell- Fire, and Eternal- Damnation, 
ever do it: For the greater DisPROPOR TION,

For there, firſt, Gon ſhews 
himſelf as a powerful and jealous Gop, puniſhing 
Iniquity to the Four Ta Generation; but then re- 
preſents himſelf as exerting Mercy to TyousanDs 
of Generations. This is quite againſt the Notion 
of the EqQuaL Duration of the ToRMENTSs of Hall, 
with the Joys and Happineſs of Heaven, but highiy 
zyrecable to the Compaſſion and Goodneſs of the 
great Creator to the SINFUL and MI1sERABLY ; and 
his boundleſs Liberality to his holy and happy Crea- 
tures, in the World to come: and this plainly 
ſhews us, that Gop's JusTice in his Punisg- 
MENTS. is reſtrained within certain Bounds, whereas 
Mercy knows no Limits, But you will object, if 
Bounds be ſet to the divine Juſtice, what becomes 
of its InFiniTyY ? To which we anſwer, that di- 
vine Juſtice, conſidered in itſelf, is without Bounds ; 
but its Infinity does not conſiſt in PUNISBING with- 
out Bounds, but in being [finitely equitable, en— 
tering into an infinite Detail of what can render 
every Creature, more or leſs culpable, or more or 
leſs pardonable, in <weighing with a perfect equal Ba- 
lance, not only Actions, but particular Intentions, 
Motives, Knowledge, Circumſtances, Temptations ; in 
adjuſting with ite Exactneſs the Proportions of 
Rewarps and PunN1SHMENTS : ſo that it inclines 
not to one Side more than other. Was it to pu- 
nid Infinitely, there muſt needs be a heavier Weight 
in the Scale of Rigour, than in that of Clemency, 
which cannot ſuit with the Io r of Juſtice. God 
wil! not always chide, nor keep his Anger for ever:

For tho 
DispROPORTION the Puniſhment Men ac - 
ned with ſeems to have, either with their C 
or the Ideas they form to Themſelves 0 i 
Mzzcy of God, the more confidently they rp 
themſelves that eternal Fire will not be tht £4 
Nay even Sinners of the firſk Magnitude #/ 
eſcape Hell, either by repenting, as they P 
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to do, ſooner or later, or thro' the infinite Mercy 
of God : For it is as eaſy, ſay "They, for Gop to 
pardon the great eſt, as che leaſt Sinners; by a ſin- 
gle Act of his Will, he can make His Creature 
happy for ever, or let him perifh eternally; ſurely 
he will not chuſe the laſt, becauſe that would 
ſuppoſe CrveLTyY in an 7nmfmtely Merciful Being. 
Thus it is plain, that, the more terrible Her. 
Fin E becomes, by ſuppoſing it ETERNAL, eve 
one, more eaſily perſuades himſelf, that divine 
Mercy will exempt him from it, giving himſelf 
no further Trouble, in endeavouring after Holineſs |

Right, but as a Means freely appointed, and freely 
accepted, by the mere Mzrcy and CoMeass10N 
of the FaTurr 3 who, as /upreme Governor of all 
Things, remits voluntarily of his own Right, in 
what Meaſure, and upon what Terms, he pleaſes. 
In like Manner, ſome Men imagine, they greatly 
magnify the SUPERABUNDANT Grace of God, when 
they aſcribe to Its Operation, the whole and en- 
tire Progreſs of every good York.

Ragged in their Habits ; Diſcaſd 
in their Bodies; Deſperate and Deftruftive in their 
Demeanour; ſo that BepLam is, as it were, repre- 
ſented in every Street: And all this, 'tis greatly 
to be feared, is chiefly owing to that moſt crue!

Then might we hope, that the Children 
of the Poor alſo, wou'd be brought up in the 
Fear of the Lord; and that none of our Diſtreſſed 
Brethren wou'd go unrelieved, but be moſt chear- 
fully affiſted both in their Temporal and Spiritual 
Concerns. And how greatly wou'd INDUSTRY 
and a Moral Behaviour among the common 
People then increaſe, when thus encouraged by 
the Benevolent Care and good ExamPLE of their 
Superiors : For without the ftrif7eft regard to the 
general Moral Behaviour of the People, no Laws 
whatever, we are fully Perſuaded, can have any

And this is ſhewed 
us very plainly throughout the ſacred Writings, 
but more eſpecially in the Goſpel of Mercy and 
Glad Tidings, which ſhall be to all People.

which, abſolute Predeſiination is attached, 1s : 
Eternal Puniſhment to be ETERNAL To wins T 
contrary to the whole Tenour of Scripture ; and 
to thole particular Texts, on which that Teuct 
is built, if rightly conſidered in their NUN 
Senſe ; which is caſily known, by comparing 
them with the ORIGINAL, and with other Texts. 
and trying Them and our own Reaſon, by Gov's 
ATTRIBUTES IN UniITY AND CONCORD, toge- 
ther with his Foreknowledge of future Events, as the 
only unerring Teſt of Truth, 

As a Doctine ſo contrary to Gop's Attributes 
is not really and ftedfaſtly believed, or not with. 
out irreſolute fluctuating Thoughts, now diffident, 
then flattering, and continually varying, it is che 
Cauſe of ATHeisM, DEisu, and INFIDELITY ; 
and makes Men either believe Nothing of Reli. 
gion, or but what ſuits their Vices, Paſſions, 

Appetiic5, 
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Appetites, or Vanities; and they willingly think 
that Gop is like T herntelves. #7. I. 21. To con- 
fute this Error, it is ſ#fictent, to an impartial 
Man, to ſay, that it is contrary to Cod's ſelf vi- 
dent Attributes; but, with reſpect to ver jupricep 
Opinions, it is NECESSARY to add, that it is con- 
trary to the true Senſe of Scripture, tried by THAT 
INFALLIBLE TEST oF I RUTH. 

It might be objected, that the ord Everlaſting 
does not always mean FEteraally ; but in many 
Inſtances ſignifies a long Period of Time, the 
End of which is not known to us 'til the Ex- 
piration of its Term. And the Continuance of it 
is ſometimes conditional, though but tacitly im- 
plied, as in Phineas's Prieſthood Num. xxv. 1, 12. 
13. As the Event ſhews, 1 Sam. ii. 27, to 36. 
But Laſting Torments, and EveRLASTING Pu- 
NISHMENT, ſeems to be conſequential! to ener- 
mous Guilt, and final Impenitence; and agreeable 
to a juſt Balance, in rewarding, all according to 
their Works, Matt. xvi. 27. And of which as 
conſequential, Man's State in this Life is an En- 
Blem; for if a Man ruins his Health, Wealth, or 
good Name, it is hardly poſſible for him to re- 
pair, retrieve, or regain what he has deſtroyed, 
waſted, or loſt; And Matt. xxv. 46. aſſerts 
Everlaſting Puniſhment to be as Dan. xii. 2. 

As to ETERNAL ToRMENTS, fome Men ſay, 
that not to take Matt. xxv. 41. and Mark ix. 
43, to 48. in an expreſs literal Senſe, is to fay, 
that CHRISTH prevaricated, and ſaid one Thing, 
and meant another. But that cannot be truly 
alledged, for it is a forced Conſtruction of the 

Words, 
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Words, contrary to Gop's ATTRIBUTES, an 
to other Texts of Scripture, to ſay, that tho# 

Words, depart, or go into eternal Fire, or to ſuf/:; 
its Vengeance, (Jude 7.) muſt needs mean to con- 
tinue in it To ALL ETERNITY. It might be 

well affirmed, that a Man ſent to Prifon, and 

ſuffer the Scourge there, muſt never have a 
Releaſe; or that Fob x. 21. Ch. xvi. 22. C

57. and has given us an infallible 70% 
of Truth, by which to judge and try All Things 
in Religion, 1 Theſſ. v. 21. which is his boly Attri- 
butes in Unity with his Preſcience, Preordination, 
and Predeſtination. In this Proſpect we muſt con- 
fider the Gop or Love, 1 Jabn iv. 8, to 16, 18, 
to 21. Gov 1s Lovs. 1 Jebn, Ch. Ach, (total) 
Love is the higheſs Diſcovery of Gon to our Ca- 
pacity, as He is in the Simplicity of his divine 
Eſſence; Lovs is more than an Attribute, it is 
the very Name of God, it is GOD HIMs ELT. An 
Attribute is an imperfect and a partial Expreſſion 
of God to us: But Lovs is the full Expreſſion of 
Him, ſo far as God can be expreſſed and conceived 
by

by us. Love is the Hicnesr, the moſt Exalted 
Name of God, that which the Scripture calls his 
GLory, as He is Unveiled, Unclouded. Love 
is the Univer/al Perfection of the Deity, That Per- 
fection of God, from which, as we may ſo ſpeak, 
All His other Perfections are derived, and to which 
they are All ſubſervient; For Cd is Love, and 
therefore all His Attributes arc the Attributes of 
his Love: They are all United and Centered, as 
it were, in This Love; or This Love is the Pre- 
dominant Attribute, that ſets all the Reſt at work: 
It is the Triumphant Attribute, and the Eſpecial 


Matter of Gop's GLorv. For altho' the Divine At- 


tributes are equal as they are in Goa, for one Infinite 
cannot exceed another, yet, Lo is repreſented to us, 
with particular Adyantages above the Reſt, as be- 
ing God's DaRLING Attribute; and all His other 
Attributes and Perfections are but the ſcecet and 
gear Goings-forth of Tris Love. 

TheSuw or THE GOSPEL, preached by the Angels 
in T heir Song at the Birth of our Saviour, plainly 
ſhews, that the WILL or GOD 1s Love. Luke ii. 14. 


The WILL of God, itſelf, is the HichzksT LAW of 


all Wiſdom and Goodneſs, all Equity and Fitneſs.
